There is thea an 
abrupt desceut and another series of boxes, 
from the lower end of which the water flows 
away culnpacatively cold, Tho straw is 
wrung ont 1ote tubs, and allowed to drain at 
intervals ; the sulphur, which is almost pare 
wihito ip colour, is made up in.small pata 
and dricd in the sun on a wooden frama set 
on short poles. 1 is then packed and sent 
tu the market. At the bottom of the cut- 
ting, ina shed covering a large bath where 
they send bad cases of skin disease, 

Sonv way up the ravine, un the right 
bank, there is a bed of deposited sulphur 
from which steam rises, no doubt part of 
the aime stream which issues out lower 
down, The bed of tho torreut is yellow 
and red, with sulphur aud iron deposits, 
and thera are outcrops of fine yellow and 
blue cy. The water course is simply a 
drain for tain-water and in ordinary wea- 
ther isdry, but there is a stream of pure 
cold water led in pipes to the door of the 
hotel, where thore is alzo a well of sulphur 
water for those whe wish to drink it. “The 
drinking water comes from a fine spring ri- 
sing higher up in tho next valley to the 
North There is a chronic amell of sul- 
phuruted hydrogen in the neighbourhood 


of the hotel which one acon gets used to. 
"Those wishing to make the ascont of Ka- 
mi Yama, the highest summit of the Hakone 
range, can easily do it from the hotel in 
about en hour and e-half, but it is a rough 
scramble and in the summer the pathis lost 
in thelong grass. The view from the top, 
however, is well worth tho scramble, if the 
weather ba clear. Murray gives-the height 
as 4770 feat. -Koma-ga-take, 4,000 feot, is 
easier of ascent ’ 2m Ashinoyu, and affords 


a fine view of Fuji in clear weather.

thers; the matter is well underatood, 
Arrange with the courteous proprietor of 
the Fugia Hotel, Myanoshita, to send up 
meat, milk, vegetables, eto., which ho wil 

do properly and at reasonable rates, and 
with aleo do your washing. Then you can 
enjoy the tomperatura of 70 to 74 in 
August, and merely pay for your rooms. 
This season you will hava to du somewhat 
stiffly during the season, as the solo ides of 
the Old Ohsasan, who is really the ruling 
spirit of the place, 18 that the ‘Gwai Ko 

ain was mule to be squeezed. 

Tho sanitary arrangements of Yunohan- 
azawa cain hardly be considered scientific. 
‘There is no P, W. department or yet any 
separate system, though in fairness it must 
be snid that the management have a laud: 
able faith in the virtues of spirit of cam- 
phor, which is sprayed all aver the pluce 
at-irregelar intervals. Still it would not 


be imprudent for intending visitors to pro- [ 


vide themselves with say a carbolic spray 
arrangement, alio somo of the powdered 
‘ Pire Uti’ alias ‘ Flee bane,’ a product of 
Armenia, now largely exported to the Far 
Enat, Otherwise botter provide yourself 
with u long tinan hag, and on_retiring- for 
the night yet inside and_draw-the string 
tight round your neck, pris will form an 
impregeahle defence. 

The system in yogue in the mountains 
appears to be ‘out of sight out of’ mind.’ 
Open windows offer a convenient method of 
getting rid of anything liquid, and long 
grass offectually conceals solid rubbish. 
This is not scientific, but Asiaties always 
consider Europeans t: possess guper-sen- 
aitive nosvs, hence the nod of carbolic pre- 
parations. 

The postal facilities ate fairly good, 
though erratic. Yokohama appears to Lhink 
it necessary tu send letters addressed to the 
Hakone district.on to Hakodadi as a-preli- 
minary before they are delivered at their 
correct address. This is inconvenient and 
the necessity not quite apparent, to put it 
mildly. The Japanese Pustal System is ox- 
cellent. In outlying districts the local pest- 
men. however, seem ta consider that it is 
suporfluous and inake deliveries as the spirit 
movéth them. Hore is a field worthy of 
the notice of some of your Japan contempo- 
raries, who never fail to give our Hongkong 
_Postal Authorities a polite reminder when 
they put the mails on the wrong steamer, a 
matter, to judge hy opinion in Japan, which 
not infrequently occurs, Those, however, 
who hiil fran the Isle of Fragrant Streams 
(when away from it) invariably maintain 
that their Authorities can do no wrong 
thing—which is merely patriotism, there- 
foro x virtue! (Policemen don't count.) 

There is ‘another very charming mountain 
Tetreat in process of formation at a placa 
called Gorah, the property of a Tokyo 
millionaize of that name. The estate. in 
a natural park, situated under ono of 
the gorges of Kammuuri-ga-take, a short 
distance from the hamlet of Kiga, from 
which place thers is a good read which 
turns .off near the bridge over the Ha- 
yagawo at Higa, and can’ be used by 
jinrickshas. At present thero’ are several 
charmingly situated tea-houses, where ex- 
cellent entertainment @ Ia Japanese can be 
had apd, of course, Kirin beer. There aro 
also excellent mineral. baths already avail- 
able.. It is contemplated to build a first- 
class, foreign-style hotel and to lay out tho 
extensive grounds in the most perfect’ 
manner. ‘hero is an artificial lake formed 
by a massive dam built across the mouth 
of the ravine, in process of completion. 
The wator already in the lower part 
contains Dumbera of gold fish. The spot 
commands magnificent views of the vall-y 
of the Hayagama and the massive moun- 
tain ranges to the North and East, 
with the villages of Miyagino and Kiga 
nestling in-the woods below, and will no 
doubt ‘be largely patronized by. visitors 
and health seekers. Ojikoku, or the Val- 
ley of the Greater Boiling, is on the west 
sido of Kammuri-ga-take no groat dis- 
tanca from Gorah, :

In many seas, &) ecistly those of the 
tropics, are found fish provided with a 
poisun appamtus, which consists usually 
of a spine or spines more or less erectile in 
ebaracter, and connected with » poison 
gland. Profeasor James D. Brunton (saya 
Appleton's Popular Science Monthly) givos 
an intéresting account of these fishes, the 
Trachinis draco and Scorpana scropha. 
They are only poigonous a8 sorpent is 
poisonous—i.e. by wounding ;-their flesh is 
good and wholesome. Although the fish 
differ widely in appearance, yet the poison 
produces’ the samo effect. The Trachinis 
draco is Le handsome fiab, ant unlike s trout 
in genera] appearance. Upon each of its 
gill covers ii situated the spine, con- 
nected with its poison gland through 
a duct formed by the combination of a 

‘cove in the spine and a very thin mem- 

rane, which covers tho latter almost to its 
points | When tho spine ontors a resisting 

dy, the membrane is pushed back, allow- 
ing the poisonous secretion free access to 


‘the wound. The gland is small, with nu- 


cleated colourless cells accroting 8 transps- 
rent fluid. The Scerpene, on the other 
hand, is an unattractive-looking fish, squat 
of body, and having a large misshapen head. 
It may attain a large gizo, and is called by 
the French fishermen ‘le diable.' The spe- 
cial orgun in this fish is connected with the 
first three rays of the dorsal fin, the duct be- 
ing formed as in Truchinis. Thexe is ulso a 
spine on cach gill cover connected with 
a poison gland, ‘The effect of a wound 
from either of these fishes is quite a serious 
matter. At the moment of puncture only 
the sharp prick is felt. In a few minutes, 
however, the parta commence to burn and 
itch, and then,- become acutely. painful. 
‘These pains increaso in violence and extent. 
Then a feeling of suffocation is felt, aud 
pain over the huart, From this time com- 
mence those cries of anguish which can al- 
ways be recognised as caused by the acutest 
torture and feur. ‘The cries are conti- 
nuous, and beads of rwest stand on the 
brow, Flashes of Tight pass before the 
eyes, and the pulso is found to beat. 
intermittently. Finally, delirium and 
conrnlsion supervene, which may pass 
on to collapse and death, or may, after 
lasting for many hours, gradually” subside, 
leaving 3 malaise which 1s very difficult to

‘Ladies,’ he said, ‘for you ] must articu- 
larly address—my wife—my wife’ (here his 
feelings overcame him for o moment) ‘ was 
confined but an hour sincé, and I — (but 
Here he was interrupted by a tremendous 
burst of applause, the motive for which it 
would be hard to define nicely, though it 
probably, meant sympathy}—* and 1 rau for 
the doctor.’ Roars of affectionate inter 
est broke forth, Ho attempted to add 
further explanation ; he would not be 
listened to, and retired triumphant and 
consolad, with his hand on his breast.
